On June 30, 1999, SprintCom, Inc. ("SprintCom") filed an application seeking a
Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to build and' operate a personal
communications system ("PCS") for the Cincinnati Basic Trading Area. Sprinthm has
requested authorization to construct a PCS site in Campbell County. SprintCom was
previously granted the authority to 6perate in Case No. 97-294."

The proposed PCS site is located at 148A Fender Road, Melbourne, Campbell
County, Kentucky ("the Ross PCS site"). The coordinates for the Ross PCS site are North
Latitude 38° 68' 53.6" by West Longitude 84° 18' 54.2".

SprintCom has provided information regarding the structure of the tower, safety
measures, and antenna design criteria for the Ross PCS site. Based upon the application,
the design of the tower and foundation conforms to applicable nationally recognized

building standards, and a Registered Professional Engineer has certified the plans.

' Case No. 97-294, The Application of SprintCom, Inc. for Operating Authority and
Issuance of Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to Construct Personal
Communications Services Facilities in Kentucky.




Pursuant to KRS 100.987(2), SprintCom has submitted the uniform application and
received approval from the Kenton County & Municipal Planning & Zoning Commission for
the pending construction. SprintCom has filed applications with the Federal Aviation
Administration (“FAA”) and the Kentucky Airport Zoning Commission (“KAZC") seeking
approval for the construction and operation of the Ross PCS site. Both applications are
peﬁding.

| SprintCom has filed notices verifying that each person who owns property within
500 feet of the Ross PCS site has been notified of the pending construction. The notice
solicited any comments and informed the property owners or residents of their right to
intervene. In addition, notice was posted in a visible location on the proposed site for at
least two weeks after SprintCom's application was filed. To date, no intervention requests
have been received. |

Pursuant to KRS 278.280, the Commission is required to determine proper
practices to be observed when it finds, upon complaint or on its own motion, that the
facilities of any utility subject to its jurisdiction are unreasonable, unsafe, improper, or
insufficient. To assist the Commission in its efforts to comply with this mandate, SprintCom
should notify the Commission if it does not use this antenna tower to provide PCS radio
telecommunications services in the manner set out in its application and this Order. Upon
receipt of such notice, the Commission may, on its own motion, institute proceedings to
consider the proper practices, including removal of the unused antenna tower, which

should be observed by SprintCom.




The Commission, h‘avi,ng considered the evidence of record and being otherwise
sufficiently advised, finds that SprintCom should be granted a Certificate of Public
Convenience and Necessity to construct and operate the Ross PCS site under its
previously approved tariff.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. SprintCom is hereby granted a Certificate of Public Convenience and
Necessity to construct and operate the Ross PCS site.

2, SprintCom shall file a copy of the final deéisions regarding the pending FAA
and KAZC applications for this site within 10 days of receiving these decisions.

3. SprintCom shall immediately notify the Commission in writing, if, after the
antenna tower is built and utility service is commenced, the tower is not used for a period
of 3 months in the manner authorized by this Order.

Thank you for your letter of July 13, stating your concerns regarding the utility
construction proposed in the above-referenced case. Your letter has been placed in the
official case file of this proceeding. Please be assured that the Commission will carefully
scrutinize this matter before rendering a final decision.

It may be helpful for you to know the state authority, specifically that of the Public
Service Commission, in this matter has been limited by federal law. For example, Section
704 of the federal Telecommunications Act of 1996 prohibits this Commission from
regulating the placement of wireless facilities on the basis of environmental effects of the
radio frequency emissions to the extent that facilities comply with Federal Communications
Commission regulations. Section 704 also prohibits a state or local government from
prohibiting telecommunications facilities construction if such denial will have the effect of
prohibiting service. In addition, this Commission is required by statute to ensure that utility
service, including telecommunications service, is adequate and reliable. The Commission
does, however, consider appropriate placement of necessary facilities within applicable
engineering boundaries. It also pursues a policy of collocation of facilities whenever
possible.

Also, please be advised that this Commission is prohibited by law from releasing
information contained in this application other than “information that specifically identifies
the proposed location of the cellular antenna tower then being reviewed by the applying
utility.” KRS 278.665. The statute states that such information is “deemed confidential and
proprietary,” and that the Commission “shall deny any public request for the inspection of
this information ... except when ordered to release the information by a court of competent
jurisdiction. Any person violating this subsection shall be guilty of official misconduct in the
second degree...” Id.

I am writing in response to your correspondence detailing plans for a 350 foot Sprint
telecommunications tower to be placed at 148 A Fender Road in Melbourne, Kentucky.

I recently purchased property adjacent to this area (at 150 Fender Road) for the purpose of
building a new home.

My minor concern in this regard is that a tower of this size would represent a tremendous eyesore in
a residential community.

However, my major concern is that as a physician, I am aware of numerous studies
documenting potential health risks involving repetitive and/or chronic exposure to such
towers. Due to health concerns for myself, my family, as well as others living in this area, 1
strongly object to.the placement of this tower in this particular area. The Fender Road area has
recently become more populated with new home sites, and as well is home to numerous established
families. It would seem only reasonable and prudent to place it further out in the county in a less
populated area where less residential building is taking place or is anticipated.

I urge you to consider potential future health risks of the Melbourne residents (which will shortly
include myself and my family) and seek another site for construction. I would hope and expect that
anyone, including yourself, would place health concerns above economic ones.

If this site choice is maintained despite this objection, then this statement of protest is putting you as
well as SprintCom, Inc. on notice and thereby potentially holding you liable for any damages that
may result from any adverse health effects arising in the future related to exposure to this source.
